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Spaniard Jordi Arcarons (Cag) had 
assumed the overall lead in the Grana- 
da-Dakar Rally, as of January 8. Despite 
stopping to repair a hole in his case, 
Frenchman Stephane Peterhansel 
(Yam) rested in second - 10 and a half 
minutes back - with fellow countryman 
Thierry Magnaldi (Yam) third. Round- 
ing out the top five were Italian Edi Ori- 
oli (Cag) and Heinz Kinigadner (KTM). 
Despite the disadvantage of racing a sin- 
gle-cylinder 600 against the big twins, 
the tall Austrian held the overall lead 
through the fastest parts of the Sahara, 
but January 8 spelled disaster for him. 
Kinigadner broke two wheels, a brake 
disk and a chain guide, and also ran out 
of fuel and lost his global positioning 
system. This caused him to finish 11th 
on the day and slip back to fifth overall. 
American Danny LaPorte has overcome 
fuel system problems on his factory 
Yamaha to sit in seventh overall. In the 
past week, the rally passed through the 
Moroccan cities of Goulimine, Es Smara 
and Awserd before entering the country 
of Mauritania. There, riders stopped for 
a rest day in Zouerat, which was 
plagued by sand storms. Seven days 
remained in the competition. 





Craig Decker (Suz) topped the 125cc 
Pro class at the opening round of the 
CMC Velvetouch Golden State MX 
Series, held at Sunrise Valley Raceway 
in Adelanto, California, on January 8. 
David Pingree (Kaw) and Rick Ryan 
(Suz) rounded out the top three. Bader 
Manneh (Hon) was the 250cc Pro class 
winner over Decker and Michael Bran- 
des (Kaw). Ryan rode a Honda to the 
500cc Pro class win over Rich Taylor 
(Hon) and Terry Fowler (Hon). 


Jim Chester (Suz) and Keith Johnson 
(Kaw) were the 125 and 250cc Pro class 
winners, respectively, at round two of 
the Winter AMA Series at Ocala Motor- 
sport Complex.in Ocala, Florida, on Jan- 
uary 8. Johnson also finished second in 
the 125cc division, with Barry Carsten 
(Suz), Roy Snellinger (Suz) and Robbie 
Skaggs (Kaw) completing the top five. 
In the 250cc class, Mike Treadwell was 
the runner-up ahead of Dag Boyesen 
(Yam), Brian McElroy (Yam) and Ron 
Tichenor (Suz). Brian Swink also rode 
well before breaking his brake lever. 


Former World Champion Kevin 
Schwantz crashed his Lucky Strike 


. Suzuki during preseason testing at 


Phillip Island in Australia on January 6, 
injuring both thumbs and prematurely 
ending his test session. Schwantz 
crashed his factory Suzuki at close to 
140 mph and sketchy reports from Aus- 
tralia indicate that he may have broken 
one thumb while doing ligament dam- 
age to the other. Initial tests indicated 
that Schwantz had not injured his previ- 
ously injured wrists and that the Texan 
was returning to his home for further 
consultation with doctors. Schwantz's 
teammate Daryl Beattie will continue to 
test the 1995 Suzuki RGV500 at both 
Phillip Island and Eastern Creek with 
Schwantz scheduled to rejoin the team 
later in the month for the Spanish por- 
tion of the test. 


Kocinski to Ducati World Superbike? 
According to reliable sources in Europe, 
John Kocinski appears to be headed to 
the World Superbike Series where he 
will team with World Champion Carl 
Fogarty on factory Ducatis. Apparently, 
Ducati has asked Fogarty for his 
approval, though it is not known if the 
deal actually hinges on the Brit's accep- 
tance of the former 250cc World Cham- 
pion or not. The Cagiva factory, sources 








say, are hoping to put Kocinski on their 
still-developing four-cylinder four- 
stroke in the World Superbike Series in 
1996. 


Last week we reported that road racer 
Jean-Philippe Ruggia was trying to find 
backing to campaign a Honda NSR250 
in the World Championship. Now the 
Frenchman has ordered a Roc Yamaha 
500 and will run in the 500cc Grands 
Prix. 


Ruggia, however, is not yet on the pro- 
visional 1995 riders list which was 
released recently by IRTA. The 500cc 
class will feature some new-faces, name- 
ly Californian Scott Gray. Gray joins 
500cc first-timers Loris Capirossi, James 
Haydon, Neil Hodgson, Adrien 
Bosshard, and Eugune McManus. 
Capirossi makes the jump from the 
250cc class, as does Bosshard; Hodgson 
makes the jump from the 125cc class to 
the 500s. No less than eight new riders 
will join the 250cc class in 1995, with 
five of them coming from the 250cc 
European Championship. Reigning 
Euro Champion Regis Laconi leads the 
list; he will be joined by Frenchman 
Olivier Jacque, Italian Davide Bulega, 
Spaniard Miguel Castilla, Italian 
Roberto Locatelli, German Jurgen 
Fuchs, Japan's Sadanori Hikata, and 
Australian Craig Connell 


Another who is not mentioned on the 
list is Scotland's Niall Mackenzie. 
According to reports from England, the 
Scot will switch back to the 250cc class 
after many years in the 500cc ranks. 
Mackenzie, who last year rode a Slick 
50-backed Roc Yamaha for team owner 
Bob MacLean, will ride:a Docshop- 
backed Aprilia with backing from Fast 
Bike Magazine, an English motorcycle 
publication. 


It's official: Dave Despain will no longer 
be covering motorcycle racing events for 
ESPN in 1995 (including MotoWorld), 
according to Despain. "To sum up a very 
long story, the company now responsi- 


ble for producing the network's (ESPN) : 


motorcycle coverage made it clear they 
don't want me around," Despain said. 
^While I will miss the opportunity to 
report on my favorite form of motor- 
sport, I am pleased that ESPN has 
enough confidence in my ability to 
assign me to a somewhat higher-profile 
show called "NASCAR Today," which 
airs each Saturday morning at 11:00 a.m. 
(Eastern time). The new assignment 
enables me to devote more time and 
energy to the Board of Directors of AMA 
Pro Racing, and also provides me a lot 
more opportunity to go ride my motor- 
cycles. This year marks the 30th anniver- 
sary of my first motorcycle-race- 
announcing job. Television 'talking 
head" or not, I plan to be around for at 
least 30 more years, looking for ways to 
contribute to the sport I've loved most."

All go for World 
Superbike at Laguna 


United States round of this year's World Championship Superbike Series at 

Laguna Seca Raceway in Monterey, California, was formally confirmed on Fri- 

day, January 6 at a press conference held in San Francisco. The July 23 event will 
be the seventh in the 12-round series, and marks a return to the summer date that has 
in the past made Laguna Seca a mecca for race fans. 

The promoter of the event is First Auto Sports Television (FAST), a television pack- 
aging company that produces a large percentage of the motorcycle and auto racing 
programs seen on ESPN and other sports channels. 

^We think we can build on what was good in the GP event, and also improve," 
explained Dan Murphy, president of FAST. 

"FAST hopes to build on the crowd that attended the GP by adding paddock access, 
big-screen viewing for the grandstands, Saturday support races, reasonable ticket and 
camping prices, as well as a July date," Murphy added. "It's a much preferable date to 
one in September, especially when you're coming from the Rocky Mountain states..." 

Referring to the departure of the Grand Prix, Laguna Seca's General Manager, Scott 
Atherton, was upbeat: "We're excited. We feel like we've hitched our wagon to a rising 
star... It is our distinct hope and expectation that in the non-distant future, we will look 
back at the change that has taken place this year - the change being the World Super- 
bike versus the GP - and look back upon that as a blessing in disguise." 

Already confirmed as a support class is the AMA SuperTwins (formerly Harley- 
Davidson Twin Sports), with a 600cc Supersport or 125cc GP race also being discussed. 
Sunday will feature two races (as is customary in World Superbike), the first starting at 
noon, the second at 3:30 p.m. Qualifying is scheduled for Friday and Saturday from 
noon to 12:50 p.m. and from 3:30 to 4:20 p.m., with a maximum of 60 entrants vying for 
36 starting positions. 

Rather than having just a few "Wild Card" riders, virtually any American rider who 
can obtain an FIM license and pass tech inspection can attempt to qualify. The series 
promoter, the Flammini Group, is also guaranteeing that the top 20 riders in the World 
Championship will appear, making it a foregone conclusion that a number of Ameri- 
can riders will qualify for the race. 

Asked about the extensive use of AirFence that the FIM had required for Laguna 
Seca’s GP homologation, and where the track would obtain enough AirFence if it was 
still a requirement, Atherton admitted that: "The homologation requirements for the 
track are the same, regardless of the type of race... As I’m sure you are aware, AirFence 
is not inexpensive. I don't know of any circuits in the United States that have substan- 
tial quantities of it. I think this is going to be a collaborative effort that will involve 
Flammini, FAST, Laguna Seca, and potentially even the AMA, which is the one organi- 
zation in the U.S. that owns AirFence. The real answer today is that it has yet to be 
determined. But it's clearly something that we've identified." 

A plethora of ticket options is being offered, including General Admission (Friday 
$10; Saturday $25; Sunday $30; and a three-day for $55), as well as Turn 11 grandstand 
seating with big-screen viewing (known as "Superstands") for an additional $10 per 
day or $65 for a three-day General Admission /Superstands ticket. Paddock passes will 
be included in the purchase of a three-day "Super" (not to be confused with "Super- 
stands") ticket, which are also $65, with a combined "Super /Superstands" ticket going 
for $75. And if that isn't enough, representatives from Laguna claim they'll also be 
offering a combined World Superbike/ AMA Superbike (April 28) ticket. 

Non-reserved camping is $15 per night for motorcycles, $25 for cars and RVs. A 
three-day reserved camping spot is $125. Tickets go on sale January 17 and, as always, 
gate prices will be substantially higher. Tickets can be ordered by calling 800/327- 
SECA and are also available through Northern California BASS outlets. 

^We hope to stay with Laguna Seca until at least 2003 under our current agreement 
with the FIM," Flammini general manager Daniele Audetto said. 

Two-time World Champion Doug Polen was also on hand at the press conference 
while 1993 World Champion Scott Russell was a no-show due to illness.

Defending Western Regional 125cc 
Supercross Champion Damon Huffman 
recently expanded his horizons. The fac- 
tory Suzuki rider attended a trials 
school in Romoland, California, taught 
by sixth-ranked National Championship 
rider Lonny Hallsted. “I think Lonny 
did a good job with the school,” said 
Huffman, who has also taught in the 
past. “I learned a lot of stuff today.” 
Unfortunately, the school was held in 
atrocious conditions, as a steady rain fell 
throughout the day. 


Look out Ivan Stewart: While leaving 
the trials school sight, instructor Lonny 
Hallsted may have found his true call- 
ing - off-road truck racing. Hallsted 
sped down the mountain’s slippery dirt 
road at a high rate of speed and quickly 
caught up to Damon Huffman, who was 
also on his way out.

According to a press release from the 
FIM, the Thunderbike class that is slat- 
ed to make its debut as a support class 
in the World Championship Road Race 
Series still has to be approved by the 
FIM. A meeting between the FIM and 
Dorna/TWP will take place in Geneva 
on January 17 in order to discuss the 
new class. “Following this meeting, a 
final decision will be made by the FIM,” 
the press release states. “However, this 
race would not count toward any World 
or Continental Championship or FIM 
Prize. In any case, the FIM will not 
accept a situation of conflict with any 
other World or Continental Champi- 
onship which could lead to difficulties 
with other partners.” 


Two-time AMA 250сс Grand Prix 
Champion Jimmy Filice has signed a 
contract with Erion Racing to contest the 
1995 AMA 600cc Supersport and 
SuperTeams Series. “We are thrilled to 
have Jimmy join our team this season,” 
team owner Kevin Erion said. “He is an 
extremely talented racer and one of the 
most liked guys on the National circuit. 
We really feel lucky to have him under 
the Erion Racing banner. His ability and 
that of Larry Pegram are sure to be a 
winning combination.” Filice will ride a 
Honda CBR600 in the Supersport class 
and will join Pegram on the team’s 
CBR900 for the endurance series. “Rid- 
ing the 600cc Supersport is an exciting 
challenge for me,” Filice said. “I’m 
ready to try a new class and it should be 
a great season. It will be fun being 
teamed with Larry (Pegram). He’s a 
really good guy and we have a lot in 
common since we both started in dirt 
track.” 


Thanks in part to the FIM Grand Prix 
speedway system, British League 
Speedway may undergo a major facelift 
in 1995. After the near collapse of sever- 
al British League teams - including the 
Cradely Heath Heathens, which would 
have left American riders Billy Hamill 
and Greg Hancock scrambling to sign 
on with a new team prior to the ‘95 sea- 
son - league promoters are looking to 
fill the void that could be created by the 
loss of their top riders to the FIM Grand 
Prix Series. “It was a big-time scare for 
us,” Hamill said. “In our case, the pro- 
moters had a lease problem with the 
track owner and they were ready to 
pull the plug. It looks like it will be 
okay now, but Newcastle has collapsed, 
and Belle Vue (home to American Chris 
Manchester) might also go under. 
There are a lot of things colliding with 
this Grand Prix thing. The British 
League is basically a weekend league, 
but the Grands Prix would take most of 
the top riders away from the league for 
seven or eight weekends.” According to 
Hamill, moves are being made to 
restructure the league, incorporating 
the British and lower level National 
leagues into one premier league. In 
addition, a system similar to NFL foot- 
ball’s salary cap would be instituted to 
keep the teams at even strength. But 
instead of money, the new system 
would be based upon the riders’ point 
averages, with no one team being 
allowed to start with a combined rider 
point average greater than 40. “It comes 
down to the British League promoters 
looking at the Grand Prix schedule and 
saying, "We've been doing this league 
for 40 years, no way are we going to 





bend for the Grand Prix schedule,’” 
Hamill said. “But they know that every 
(qualified) rider is going to ride in the 
World Championship and they needed 


„to bend somewhat to accommodate the 


new system. On the whole, the changes 
should help everything. The Grand Prix 
system is going to be very lucrative for 
the riders because we will have six dif- 
ferent rounds in six different countries 
and it will all be televised.” 


Cycle News contributor Alan Cathcart 
was awarded his fifth Rootes Gold Cup 
in recognition of his 1994 racing victo- 
ries on a variety of motorcycles in 
Europe, the U.S., Australia and Japan. 
The Guild of Motoring Writers in Eng- 
land awards the Rootes Gold Cup annu- 
ally to the car or motorcycle journalist 
judged to have made the most outstand- 
ing achievement in motorsports during 
the previous 12 months. Cathcart has 
previously won the award in 1986, 1987, 
1992 and 1993.

I can only speak for Brain- 
erd International Raceway, but since the 
elimination of World Superbike here we 
have seen our AMA race grow. We 
attribute that to the guidance ап such 
of Roger Edmondson. Prior to that the 
AMA to us was Bill Boyce and I felt the 
world was ending when he retired. But 
Bill assured us that it was falling into 
capable hands and that was Roger. He's 
been a delight to work with. I really had 
nothing at the AMA with Roger not 
being a part of the equation." What if 
the manufacturers decided to not com- 
pete in the NASB series? "I will face 
that when the time comes," Rowe said. 
“1 don't believe that they will go to just 
four or five races at substandard race 
facilities. I can't see the manufactures 
going along with them (the AMA). I 
also don't know that the manufacturers 
have made that decision yet. I can't 
believe that they wouldn't want to 
come back to Brainerd, Mid-Ohio and 
the others. I can't accept that. At the 
very least, we would go with Roger's 
series anyhow. The people will come. 
They won't be able to see them (the 
teams) in our vicinity anyway. We think 
the fans will still come to our event, but 
I think it would be sad if they (the 
teams) didn't come. I would hope they 
would support our event because we've 
always supported them."

PERRIS, CA, JAN. 2 
t was all smiles in the Suzuki pits 
after Damon Huffman and newly 
signed Craig Decker stole the show 
at the fifth annual GFI $10,000 Perris 
Supercross. Huffman, however, was 
sporting the biggest grin after win- 
ning the premier 250cc class and taking 
home a suitcase full of greenbacks, total- 
ing $3500. Decker was happy with the 
$1075 he earned by winning the 125cc 
class. 

The event has become quite popular 
among factory riders as well as the spec- 
tators who wanted a chance to see some 
of their favorite stars in a more "neigh- 
borly" racing environment, rather than 
in the larger, more restrictive stadium 
venues. Some of the big-name riders 
who attended this year's Wiseco Pis- 
tons/Dunlop Tires-sponsored event 
included two-time Perris SX winner Jeff 
Emig; Kawasaki's Mike Kiedrowski and 
Jeff Matiasevich; Honda of Troy's Mike 
Craig, Todd DeHoop and Mike Brown; 
Team Honda's Doug Henry; Team Split- 
fire/Pro Circuit/Kawasaki's David Pin- 
gree and Ryan Hughes; Yamaha's Kevin 
Windham and John Dowd; and Scott 
Sheak, Chad Pederson, Mike Metzger, 
Pedro Gonzalez, Bader Manneh and 
Buddy Antunez, to name a few. 

Most of the racers were lured to Per- 
ris Raceway by the large purse and, as a 
result, an estimated 3000 spectators 
swarmed the rather small racing facility 
in the kicked-back, country town of Per- 
ris. The parking area overflowed with 
cars, and local residents got involved by 
selling prime parking spots in their dri- 
veways. 

The event was also run in conjunc- 
tion with day's usual amateur racing 
program, which played host to approxi- 
mately 700 riders. All in all, it was a 
pretty busy day at the track. 

There was plenty of pre-race talk of 
Emig perhaps winning his third straight 
Perris SX. ^I like this race a lot," said 
Emig, who lives in nearby Riverside. “I 
can wake up at nine o'clock, eat a nice 
breakfast and drive about 15 minutes 
and go out and race for 20 minutes and 
make five grand. That's my kind of rac- 
ing." Unfortunately for him, things 
didn't work out like they had in the 
past. 

Huffman was expected to ride the 
125cc class but made a last-minute 
change to the 250cc class. "The 250cc 
race pays a lot more money than the 
125cc race," said Huffman. "My only 
worry is that we only tested this bike for 
about two weeks before this race." Evi- 
dently, two weeks turned out to be more 
than enough time. 

Two-time Supercross Champion Jere- 
my McGrath was on hand but chose not 
to compete, because his race (works) 
bike had already been shipped to Orlan- 
do, Florida, for the opening round of the 
U.S. Supercross Series that gets under- 
way January 14, and McGrath didn't 
have time to prep a production 
machine. 

Kawasaki's Kiedrowski was in the 
same situation as McGrath but raced a 
production bike anyway. "The race is 
only 20 minutes long," said Kiedrowski, 
who ended up finishing fifth. 

Huffman and Emig were the two 
front-runners at the start of the 250cc 
feature. The Suzuki rider managed to 
put some distance between himself and 
Emig until the late stages of the race

when Emig began inching his way clos- 
er to the 125cc West Coast Supercross 
Champion. “I got slowed by lappers," 
said Huffman of his dwindling lead. 
“He then began pressuring me.” 

“He (Huffman) was riding real 
smooth,” said Emig. “But I knew time 
was running out so I was going for it.” 

This tactic, however, proved to be 
Emig’s undoing. Heading into a whoop 


section nearly side by side with Huff- 
man, Emig bailed. “I just made a small 
mistake and that's it,” said Emig. “I was 
going for it and sometimes it doesn’t 
work out.” 

The crowd roared for the teenager 
from Acton, California, as Huffman raced 
passed the spectator-filled hillside that 
lines the far side of the track. “I knew 
something happened,” said Huffman of

Emig's fall. “I didn't hear Jeff's bike and 
everyone started cheering for me." 

A lap later, Huffman took the check- 
ered flag with a commanding lead over 
a recovered Emig. Sailing the whole race 
in third was Henry, while Craig finished 
fourth, with Kiedrowski rounding out 
the top five. Completing the top 10 fin- 
ishers were Matiasevich, Doug Dubach, 
Lance Smail, Antunez and Dowd. 





In the 125cc “support” class, Decker 
jumped out to the early lead but was 
pushed hard by Hughes. However, 
Hughes crashed early in the third lap, 
effectively handing Decker the eventual 
win. 

When Hughes crashed, Dobb took 
over in second but he too would crash 
later on, handing the seemingly 
unwanted position to Brian Deegan. 
Deegan did what the previous two rid- 
ers - Hughes and Dobb - couldn’t, and 
that was to hold on to that number-two 
position without crashing or succumb- 
ing to another rider. 

Taking the checkered flag in third 
was local Perris hotshoe Greg Schnell, 
while Pingree and Gonzalez completed 
the top five. Sixth through 10th went to 
Windham, Dobb, Jeff Willoh, Sheak and 
Pederson, in that order. ©

1 
im Ferry and Jim Neese popped 
champagne corks and celebrated 
New Year's in style following 
their respective pro class wins at 
the opening round of the Florida Winter 
AMA Motocross Series at Gatorback 
Cycle Park. Team Suzuki's Ferry, who 
split 125cc moto wins with Brian Man- 
ley, said, "I felt good today and the bike 
is pretty dialed in. This was a great 
warm-up for the Orlando Supercross." 
Neese topped both 250cc motos 
despite stiff opposition by Brian McEI- 
roy and Kevin Crine, and he finished 
third overall in 125cc class. The Jim's 
Cycle Sales-backed rider, Neese, said, 
"My arms pumped up in the first 125cc 
moto but I felt real relaxed on the 250 
and rode a lot smoother in that class." 
Three-time National MX Champion 
Mark Barnett was a popular Vet Pro 
class winner after sweeping both motos. 
Barnett also doubles as the track builder 
at Gatorback. Worldsports' Jerry West 
joked, ^I hope Mark wins every race, 
that way I can pay him less to operate 
the bulldozer.” Barnett said, “I enjoyed 





the race today, but no way can I ride a 
30-minute moto." 

Brian Manley took the early lead at 
the start of the first 125cc Pro moto, 
while Ferry was mired in the middle of 
the pack. While Manley led the field, 
Ferry was working his way up and 
eventually took control of second place 
but had no chance of catching Manley 
before the checkered flag came out. 

“1 caught up and passed (Jim) 
Chester for second, but Brian was riding 
well and was too far ahead to catch," 


5 said Ferry. 


Chester held on to finish third ahead 
of Neese and Robbie Skaggs. 

The second moto started off much like 
the first with Manley again snagging the 
holeshot but, this time, Ferry was right 
behind him. However, that didn't last for 
long as Ferry eventually flew by Manley 
and roosted ahead to take the moto win 
and overall victory. Davey Yezek and 
Neese battled for second with Yezek get- 
ting the upper hand. Manley settled for 
fourth just ahead of Keith Johnson, who 
passed Chester late in the race. 

Terry Parsons led the start of the first 
250cc Pro moto, but it was Neese who 
scored the moto win. Neese passed Par- 
sons on the second lap and quickly 


opened up an uncatchable lead over 
Brian McBlroy and Parsons. 

Kevin Crine made a quick getaway 
on his KTM at the start of the second 
moto but couldn't do anything about 
Neese, who eventually passed Crine on 
the fourth lap. Neese went on to win his 
second moto of the day, while Crine 
successfully defended second place 
from a charging Johnson.

he 1994 U.S. National Trials 

E Championship Series saw Geoff 

Aaron finally dethrone perenni- 

al champ Ryan Young. It was a feat that 

many had expected him to accomplish 

sooner in his career, but still - the taste 
of victory was sweet. 

Though natural talent, hard work 
and dedication played the biggest roles 
in Aaron's success, the hard-working 
Connecticut rider attributed much of his 
accomplishment to his Beta Techno. But 
while Championship-level riders like 
Aaron found the Techno to their liking, 
many average-skilled riders felt that the 
‘94 Techno was too advanced. A hard- 
hitting powerband and temperamental 
clutch left many lesser riders with both 
feet on the ground. 

This year, Beta has produced an all- 
new Techno. Though it looks the same 
on the outside, much has been changed 
internally. 


IN THE PITS 


The most obvious change is the 
bike's color. Gone are the yellow and 
black fenders, and in their place are styl- 
ish red and blue pieces. But there's 
much niore than meets the eye - espe- 
cially in the engine department. An all- 
new cylinder and cylinder-head combi- 
nation that boasts a lower compression 
ratio is designed to deliver a smoother 
type of power than last year's power- 
plant. A heavier flywheel, solid crank- 
shaft and a new exhaust system round 
out the engine changes. The 26mm 
Dell'Orto carburetor is still the same, 
but it has been rejetted to accommodate 
the new cylinder and head. 

Addressing last year's clutch com- 
plaints are a new set of softer clutch 
plates, and a larger piston in the clutch's 
slave cylinder. The primary-drive gear 
is now case-hardened and boasts 
straight teeth for smoother power deliv- 
ery. Inside the gearbox, third gear has 
been lowered, closing up the gap 
between second and third. 

While the perimeter frame was left 
basically unchanged, the swingarm now 
undergoes a new heat treatment process 
that Beta claims increases stiffness. The 


skidplate is made of a harder-grade alu- 
minum and has a new shape. A thick 
rubber plate absorbs the shock transmit- 
ted through the skid plate to the engine. 


The rear shock has 
been revalved for quicker 
rebound, in order to react 
more quickly on large 
steps. 


BETWEEN THE TAPES 


The first thing that new 
Beta riders will need to 
adapt to is the left-side 
kick starter. While long- 
time Beta enthusiasts will 
have little or no trouble 
taking a slap at the short 
lever, most riders will find 
it quite awkward. A 
healthy stab brings the 
247.5cc engine to life, and 
thanks to the heavy-duty 
rubber cushions between 
the motor and skid plate, 
very little vibration is 
delivered up to the rider's 
arms. We suspect that in 
addition to being efficient- 
ly mounted in the perime- 
ter frame, the engine itself 
is a smooth runner. Our 
bike came jetted a bit on 
the fat side down low, but 
the bike never fouled 
plugs or failed to clean 
out when the throttle was 
wicked open. 

Clutch pull on the new 
Beta is surprisingly light, 
and the hydraulic unit 
delivers excellent feel. 
Grabby clutch action was 
a problem with last year's 
Techno, but no such 
glitches are apparent with 
this year's version. The 
clutch does, however,

The Beta puts out a 
strong, steady surge of 
power that has no sudden, 
unruly hits. Instead, a 
strong - yet easy to manage - 
flux of low-end power pulls 
smoothly into a healthy 
midrange. Last year, some 
riders complained that the 
Techno was too hard a hit- 
ter. This year, those com- 
plainers should be silenced, 
as the Beta’s powerband can 
be summed up in a single 
word: smooth. 

Thanks to the user- 
friendly powerband, trac- 
tion was easy to maintain 
aboard the Techno. Even 











in the most slippery of conditions, a fair 
amount of clutch work will keep the 





the case with most trials bikes we've 
tested, the Beta's forks are easily twisted 
in a crash. Knocking them back into 
position, however, is as simple as find- 
























































ing a good-size rock to thump the front 
wheel against. 

The Beta's brakes are extremely 
strong, and require less break-in time 
than some of its competitors'. Locking 
the front wheel required only one finger 
on the lever, and the rear pedal is easy 
to find even in the most panic-inducing 
situations. 

All in all, our two-week stint with the 
Beta Techno was very pleasurable. Not 
only did the bike inspire newfound con- 
fidence in our testers, it allowed them to 
successfully negotiate several previous- 
ly unconquered sections as well.

or me, the past few months have 
E full of fun, thanks mostly to 

my newly acquired interest in 
trials. At this point in my trials “career,” 
every afternoon that I spend aboard a 
trials bike counts, as I learn something 
new with each and every ride. 

I thoroughly enjoyed the time I spent 
aboard the Beta Techno. Though many 
friends had warned me that last year's 
Techno was hard to ride, I found the ‘95 
bike to be quite user-friendly. 

The bike has a smooth, tractable 
powerband, and bar none, the easiest 
clutch pull I have ever felt. Though I 
was sent plowing uncontrollably 
through my pits when I cold-started the 
bike in gear, I felt that the clutch had 
good, easy-to-control action. 

In comparison to other trials bikes 
that I have ridden, the Beta was perhaps 
the easiest to balance on. Not that I can 
maintain a stand-still for an extended 
period of time - the Beta was simply eas- 
ier to go slow on, and I didn't need 
momentum to retain my balance. 

The combination of the tractable 
motor and plush, predictable suspen- 
sion allowed me to conquer many previ- 
ously impossible (for me) sections. 
Needless to say, the Techno brought a 
smile to my face.

Bits and pieces 


Because a USFS-approved spark arrester is 
required to ride in the Golden State, our Beta 
came equipped with. an Observed Trials 
Products spark arrester, The clean-looking 
aluminum unit fits well, and - according to 
ОТР - doesn't hinder the bike's power output. 
One may be obtained for $150. OTP can be 
reached at 619/561-8452. 


The Beta's fuel cell is actually the hollow in 
the frame - there's no actual “tank.” Like 
most trials bikes, it's difficult to tell exactly 
when you need to stop filling the bike with 
gas. Expect to overfill the bike until you 
acquire the "touch." 


Two small pieces of black foam grace each 
side of the bike's frame. We're not sure if the 
pads are intended to provide impact protec- 
tion or extra style, but our tester who wears 
two knee braces rubbed holes in them in a 
matter of minutes. 


A bicycle-type computer is mounted in the 
fuel tank area. Among the functions it boasts 
are a clock, stopwatch, speedometer and 
odometer. Maximum speed and average 
Speeds can also be obtained from the bat- 
tery-powered unit. 


The left-side kick starter proved to bring 
about a lot of misery amongst our testers. In 





wet conditions, the small rubber pad decided 
to part company with the steel lever, just as 
the rider's weight came down on it. The result 
was not pretty. Later in the week, the lever 
kicked back and left another tester with a 
very sore arch. 


Kudos to Beta for supplying the Techno with 
a flexible rear fender. The large blue piece 
of plastic can be bent, twisted and folded 
without showing even. the slightest sign of 
wear. 


Be sure to check the subframe and silencer 
bolts frequently. During our second day of rid- 
ing, we lost two subframe bolts and our 
silencer decided to part company with the bike. 


The braided-steel hydraulic brake lines are 
protected by a clear plastic sheath up front, 
and a red plastic coil out back. Good idea. 


Craftsmanship on the Techno rivals that of 
many Japanese motocross bikes. High-quali- 
ty fasteners abound on the bike, and every- 
thing appears well-designed and well-con- 
structed. 


The Beta Techno comes stock with a cross- 
bar pad. 


The Allen-head bolts that affix the beefy alu- 
minum skid plate to the rest of the frame are 
countersunk, which should keep them from 
being mashed by rocks and such. 








bout a year ago, I bought a used 
A Gas Gas JT25 to play around 

on, mostly because Guy Cooper 
told me how fun trials bikes are. 

In comparison to my bike, I thought 
that the Beta Techno had a very snappy 
powerband. Extra power was always 
available, and throttle response was 
good. The clutch had a light pull, but in 
comparison to my Gas Gas' clutch, it felt 
a little grabby. 

The Techno has a more stretched out 
feel than my bike - I noticed that the 
footpegs feel like they are positioned 
further back. The more relaxed riding 
position makes it easier to lift the front 
end up to clear obstacles. 

I liked the Beta's suspension a lot. It 
felt plush, and the forks handled the 
sharp jolts much better than the forks on 
my bike.

Beta team, I chose to join the 
team after taking a test ride aboard the 
new Techno. After only one ride, I was 
quite impressed with the bike as a 
whole. 

My initial impression of the Techno 
is that it is incredibly stable. The suspen- 
sion doesn’t throw you everywhere, and 
it does a good job of soaking up the hits. 
In comparison to bikes that I have com- 





peted on in the past, the Techno is really 
easy to ride. The bike is very forgiving, 
and it is easy to recuperate from a mis- 
take and get back on line. The bike feels 
solid, and gives you the impression that 
it is working with you, rather than 
against you. 

Working on the bike is also easy. This 
is the only bike available that I know of 
that allows you to wrap your hands 
completely around the cylinder and car- 
buretor - there’s actually room inside 
the frame. The bolts are made of high- 
quality steel, and so far - I haven't 
stripped or cross-threaded any of them. 
The bike is a little hard to start, but it 
will usually fire up on the first or second 
kick. Once you get used to the left-side 
kick starter, it gets a bit easier.

Or what 
about Mike Kiedrow- 
ski? A hard-charger, 
Kiedrowski may lack 
the style and finesse that 
the other two have, but 
he definitely has the 
speed. 

But while most fans’ 
predictions are centered 
around these three riders, 
they may be forgetting 
about one more key player 
- Team Yamaha's Jeff 
Emig. At 24 years of age, 
Emig carries upon his 
shoulders the hopes and 

aspirations of the entire 
Yamaha factory. Pressure? 
Perhaps, but such things 
don’t really seem to faze 
Emig. The 20-year veteran 
racer reports that he’s still 
having fun, and feels that his 
chances of indoor success are 
better than ever in ‘95. 
With the Orlando Supercross 
Series opener rapidly 
approaching, how do you feel 
about the 1995 season? 
Well, I feel good. I think I’m 
stronger this year than I ever 
have been in the past. I’ve just 
been riding a whole lot, and 
having a lot of fun on my motor- 
cycle. That's important. 
Have you done anything in this 
past off-season that you haven't 
done in the past? 
I guess that would be riding a lot 
more. There was a point last year 
when riding so much did get old, 
but I like what I’m doing now. 
How do you prepare for the new 
season? 
You wanna make sure that you're 
confident in your motorcycle. You 
definitely need to show up at the 
track feeling like you have the best 
motorcycle there. I think this year 
the Yamaha guys have done a really 
good job getting the bike ready for 
this season. This past fall at the first 
off-season race I was a little iffy about 
the bike, but since then we've really 
got it dialed in. We've improved the 


I can't help but think that being on a 
250 full time will help us develop the 
motorcycle better. It will also help me 
with my overall strength. Riding a 250 
at the Nationals is definitely more 
physically demanding than a 125, 
and besides that, the roost hurts like 
a son of a bitch. 
How different is the bike setup 
between supercross and outdoors? 
Not that different, actually. I just 
raced a local race - the GFI Super- 
cross at Perris, and I rode my super- 
cross setup. I’m sure that we'll soft- 
en the suspension up for the 
nationals, but that's probably 
about it. 
How about the motor? Do you 
run a different motor at the two 
types of races? 
I don't think so. I really like our 
supercross motor for outdoor 
races. As a matter of fact, I think 
I like it better for outdoors than I 
do for supercross. 
Do you consider yourself a bet- 
ter outdoor rider? 
Uh, well, there's a few guys 
who ride supercross really, 
really well, so everybody com- 
pares you to them. So in that 
sense, I guess I'm a better 
motocross racer. I'm still try- 
ing to get that first supercross 
win, though. 
You seem to have the speed 
to win a supercross, but 
many times, little mistakes 
or mishaps have kept you 
off the winner's step of the 
podium. What will you 
need to do to finally get a 
win? 
I think that I've definitely 
had some bad breaks. 
There were a few times last 
year where I felt I could 
win, but got landed on or 
taken out. I think a lot of 
me not winning in the 
past may have been due 
to my lack of confidence. 
Once you win a SX, do 
you think more will 
come easier? Was that 
how it was after win- 
ning your first 125cc 
National? 
Yeah. It's one of those 
deals where I was talk- 
ing with Yamaha, try- 
ing to get my new con- 
tract set up. They 
asked me, "Do you 
think you can win a 
supercross?" I told 
them yeah, but if I win one, I'm gonna 
win more than one, you know? It's not 
gonna be a one-time deal. Once you get 
the formula, you're bound to win at 






least two, and if you're lucky, you'll get 
on a hot streak. That's what everyone 
looks for. 

Will a supercross win elevate you to a 
new level, confidence-wise? 

Oh, yeah, there's no doubt. 

Since Yamaha asked you if you could 
win a supercross like that, do you 
think their main goal this year is to 
win indoors? 

Well, I don't know. With their rider 
selection, maybe you: wouldn't think so. 
But in my case - with me - their main 
goal is to win in supercross. 

Speaking of Yamaha's rider selection, 
tell me about your new teammates. 

I'll start out with John Dowd. He's a real 
good guy, a hard worker, a real bulldog. 
He's always trying to better himself. 
There's no doubt that he rides 
motocross real well, and now he's trying 
to take on supercross head on. He lacks 
some confidence, I think, maybe because 
he thinks his age will hold him back. But 
I don't think so. He's a racer just like the 
rest of us, 

And as far as Kevin Windham, he’s 
come a real long way in the off-season 
tests. He’s been working a lot with Bob 
Hannah, working out a training pro- 
gram. I think Bob is helping him devel- 
op the right attitude - that he can win. 
He's a big kid, he's a strong kid, and 
that's what he has going for him. 

Both of them are real good guys, we 
get along real good. 

Looking back at your career so far, 
what is your most memorable SX race? 
I guess the East vs. West 125cc Shootout 
at the Los Angeles Coliseum in “91. I 
had crashed in my heat race, and things 
weren't going that well. Then I won. I 
was pretty excited about that. 

1991? It seems like you've been racing 
forever, doesn't it? 

Well, I’m 24 now, and this summer I 
will have been racing for 20 years. I’m 
still having fun, though. 

How do you stay focused? Have you 
ever gotten burned out? 

Well, I try to set aside time for extra-cur- 
ricular activities, but this year I realized 
that while I may be having fun out play- 
ing hockey or something, it's winning 
races that really makes me happy and 
makes me money. That's the only thing, 
you know? When I don't win races, I’m 
not too happy, no matter what I do. It's 
like, I could have a crappy week, but if I 
win the race the weekend before, it 
doesn't seem that crappy. Know what I 
mean? 

What do you feel your strengths and 
weaknesses are? н 

Well, with 20 years of racing under my 
belt, I guess that experience is my 
strength. As far as a weakness... Hmm... 
I don't know. 

Are you typically a slow starter in a 
new race season, or do you start hard 
and fast? 

In the past, I’ve been a slow starter, but 
last year I made my best starts ever in 
both motocross and supercross. I’ve 
tried to turn my slow-starter image 
around. I’m gonna be there all year 
long. 

BMxX-style antics seem to be the rage 
nowadays. Are you into that stuff? 
Nah, not too much. I dunno, I've got my 
style, and I'm not too worried about 
everyone else. The first and foremost 
thing for me is to win races. Once you 
can win races, that's when you can start 
worrying about jacking around like that. 
This year, the Yamaha factory signed 
with Fox Racing in order to gain a 
“team look,” but you will fulfill your 
contractual obligations to Thor.

continued into '95. This will be my 
ninth year with Thor, but if the 
deal I come up with in '96 
requires me to wear something 
else, then my relationship with 
Thor will have to be put on hold: 
As far as the team look goes, I'm 
kinda the "every guy has his 
own style" type. But if the team 
look is gonna be the trend from 
now on, then so be it. 
What's your favorite SX? 
Well, it used to be the San Jose 
Supercross, but they don't have 
that any more. I liked it 
because it had a grass parking 
lot, it was usually warm in the 
summer, and because there 
were a lot of girls. And I liked 
the city itself. 
My favorite city to visit, 
though, is probably Dallas. 
Daytona is fun, too.

ovember brought a 
close to more than one 
political confronta- 
tion.

wonders for attracting outside money, 
but in its absence, the promoters are kick- 
ing in a points fund. Still, the two sides 
have signed a five-year agreement, so 
perhaps a sponsor will be found by 1999.

‚ hen it comes to supercross, AIR is 
something more than the promoting 
group of the sport’s most prestigious 
series. It is also the main thing that 


makes the sport so exciting. That's 


because the top supercross stars routinely get so much air that 


they make Michael Jordan seem earthbound. 

Riders like showing off, but will rarely do so during a race, 
because moves like this obviously rob time and concentration. 
Most of these shots were taken at “half-time” jumping contests 
during overseas supercrosses. Due to the litigious nature of the 
American legal system, stateside promoters can't hold such 
competitions. Still, if a rider has a big enough lead, he'll often 


try to liven up the show, sometimes using maneuvers like these.

et another year has passed, and 

the only update that Kawasa- 

ki's mighty KX500 has received 

is a revised front brake caliper 
and pads that have a higher coefficient 
of friction. But is that such a bad thing? 
After spending several months riding 
the big green machine, the answer that 
we've come up with is simpl y 

Even before the demise of the AMA 
National Championship 500cc MX 
Series, it seemed that research and 
development in the big-bore class was 
pretty low оп the manufacturers’ priori- 
ty lists. A new sticker here, a new reed 
valve there, and the bike was dialed in 
for at least one more season. 

What are most 500сс MX bikes sold in 
America used for, anyway? Surveys 
reveal that only a miniscule percentage 
of them are actually raced on a 
motocross course - most open class 
bikes end up in the desert and on the 
trails. Could this Бе why Kawasaki has 
put the KX500 on the back burner? Per- 
haps, but we think otherwise. With four 
out of the last five 500cc National MX 
Championships to its credit, as well as 
every Baja 1000 win since 1987 under its 
belt, maybe the 00 is good enough 


as is.

IN THE PITS 


With the exception of the tiny KX60, 
the KX500 is the only bike in Kawasaki's 
МХ bike lineup that boasts a traditional 
semi-double-cradle frame - there’s no 
high-tech perimeter frame on this bab 
One can only guess why Kaw 
opted to leave the 500’s frame а: 
we remember the perimeter-framed 
SR500 that multi-time World MX Cham- 
pion Dave Thorpe piloted during the 
1992 500сс MX GP Series. Thorpe 
deemed the bike ill-handling and unrid- 
able, and late in the season returned to a 
traditionally framed SR. ы 

igh-tensile-steel frame is mated 








to a removable aluminum subframe - a 
definite plus when it comes time to get 
to the rear shock. 

And speaking of the shock, the Kaya- 
ba shock features 16-way compression 
and rebound damping adjustment, and 
is mated to a bottom-link Uni Trak sus- 
pension linkage system. The swingarm 
is made of aluminum. 

Up front, a pair of beefy 43mm 
upside-down Kayaba forks handle the 
bump absorption duties. Like the shock, 
the fork has 16-way adjustable com- 
pression and rebound damping. The 
insides of the fork tubes feature a spe- 
cial hard-anodized coating that reduces 
friction and lengthens the fork-oil ser- 
vice life. 

At the heart of the biggest KX is the 
same basic powerplant that has pow- 
ered the green machine since 1989. The 
499cc single-cylinder, liquid-cooled, 
cylinder-inducted motor is fed by a 
39mm Keihin PWK carburetor, and puts 
the power to the ground through a 
close-ratio five-speed gearbox. 

The “big” news in ‘95 is the new front 
brake pads, which feature a higher coef- 
ficient of friction. Kawasaki claims that 
thanks to the new pads, the ‘95 KX500 
will stop better than previous models. 


ON THE TRACK 


Starting the KX500 is an absolute 
breeze. A few slow kicks to find top 
dead center, followed by a healthy, do- 
it-like-you-mean-it stab at the kick start 
lever will bring the motor to life, and 
only a few minutes are needed to bring 
the motor to operating temperature. In 
stock condition, our KX was jetted spot 
on, and not once did we venture into the 
carburetor. 

Unlike the Honda CR500, the KX is 
an absolute chugger - it requires you to 
ride in the lower half of the rev range, 
and will kick you in the butt if you get it 
on the pipe. Riding the bike in this fash- 
ion leads you to believe that you are 
going slow, but shifting efficiently and 
maintaining momentum will get you 
around the track in a rapid fashion. 
Another reason that you should stay off 
the pipe is the horrendous amount of 
vibration emitted by the engine - chug- 
ging the bike keeps the rattle factor 
down to a minimum. . 

The KX500 is а big machine, and it 
certainly feels like a big machine. The 
slow-revving engine, and traditionally 
long and stable Kawasaki chassis make 
the KX500 feel huge, and on a tight MX 
track we fully expected the bike to han- 
dle about as good as the Kawasaki Race 
Team big rig. But instead, we were 
pleasantly surprised to find that 
although the bike feels big and heavy, it 
does an excellent job of slicing and dic- 
ing around even the roughest, tightest

tracks. Thanks to the bike's extra girth, 
the KX gobbles up small bumps and 
square edges without ricocheting or 
deflecting unexpectedly. With proper 
body English, the KX can even be easily 
guided through deep ruts. 

Attacking jumps on the KX is confi- 
dence inspiring. At first, we were hesi- 
tant to grab big air for fear of an 
impending hard landing. We soon 
found, however, that the Kayaba sus- 
penders do an excellent job of soaking 
up even the hardest of hits. The front 
forks do a wonderful job of soaking up 
slap-down landings, though they some- 
times make an odd clanking noise. Dur- 
ing one test session we came up short on 
a particularly long double jump. Upon 
realization that the landing would be 
less than ideal, our tester prepared him- 
self for a trip over the bars, but was 
greatly relieved when the bike proceed- 
ed to break the face of the jump. Some- 
times the extra weight of a 500 is a good 
thing. 

When it comes to high-speed stabili-

ty, the KX500 is second to none. Just 
look at all the National Hare & Hound 
and SCORE victories it has racked up 
over the years. Throughout our testing, 
the KX never shook its head and 
inspired nothing but confidence at 
speed. 

Bringing the bike down from speed 
was simple, as the front and rear discs 
have plenty of power. Do the new brake 
pads make a huge difference? To tell 
you the truth, we couldn't tell. During a 
long moto, we were able to make the 
rear brake squeal, but the binder never 
lost any of its strength. 

At $5149, the ‘95 KX500 has gone up 
$300 in price. That's three hundred big 
ones for new brake pads and a set of 
bold new graphics, but don't blame 
Kawasaki - it's the'ever-declining dollar- 
to-yen ratio that has caused the big KX 
to go up in price. But check this out - a 
'95 Kawasaki KX250 costs $5249. For 
$100 less, you can get 250cc more, and 
more realistically - several more years of 
riding enjoyment out of a 500. 

So, is the KX500 right for you? That 


depends. Are you a hard-core MX racer, 
a go-for-broke desert rat, or just a week- 
end-warrior trail-riding type? If the 
AMA's decision to drop the 500cc 
National Championship MX Series is 
any indication, the open MX class is 
most likely on its way out, even on the 
local racing level. That's too bad, 
because the KX500 is as adept at moto 
work as it is at home in the desert. For 
off-roaders with a hunger for power 
galore, the KX500 just may be the ulti- 
mate weapon. єх

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hroughout his career Doug 
С == has set very high stan- 
dards for himself, and in 
1994 he didn’t come close to meeting 
those. For the past three years, Polen’s 
name could be prefaced with the title 
“champion.” In 1991 and 1992 he rode a 
Fast by Ferracci Ducati to the Superbike 
World Championship, and in 1993 he 
returned to the U.S. to give Ducati its 
first AMA Superbike title. Honda Rac- 
ing Corporation took notice and signed 
the veteran Texan to 


would help his chances in March. We 
talked during a break while his team 
was fitting updated suspension compo- 
nents from the RC45 of Shinya Takeishi. 
Once the work was done, the talking 
was over. Polen strapped on his helmet 
and went out and, in very short order, 
clocked his best times of the weekend. 


What do you expect the difference 
to be between last year and this year in 
World Superbike racing? 

There’s a lot more enthusiasm by 
everybody going into this year. When 


I'd say right now if we ran the best 
engine, as far as power, that we have 
and the best chassis that we have right 
now, I'd say we'd be at least a second 
faster than what we went. Which would 
put us at like 50-dead's (1:50 lap times). 
The last four laps of the race (last year) I 
ran 51-flat. 51.1, 51-flat, 51-flat, 51.1. But 
that was on a real soft rear tire. That's 
after you've gone 50-some-odd laps and 
you're pretty much dialed in. You're 
slip-sliding around the race track and 
you're really trying to dial in all that. All 
of a sudden you've got a 





their inaugural 
Superbike World 
Championship team 
for 1994, along 
with Kiwi Aaron 
Slight. 

But 1994 was a 
disappointment 
for everyone. 
Polen admitted at 
the first race of the 
season that the new 
RC45 was short on 
development time, 
saying that it would 
take about five races 
before it could be 
expected to be in 
winning form. That 
will always be a 
debatable question 
as to why they 
released the RC45 
when they did, Polen 
said at the time. Then 
Slight went out and carded a pair of 
deceptive second-place finishes in the 
first two races at Donington Park. Ten 
races later it would remain his single 
best day. Polen’s best day came four 
races later in the Austrian race at 
Zeltweg. He scored a pair of hard- 
fought thirds after qualifying third, 
within half a second of Ducati's Carl 
Fogarty. He finished the season in 
fourth place, one behind his teammate 
Slight. 

There was, however, one very bright 
spot. Though the bike was never able to 
win an World Superbike race, Polen and 
Slight teamed up to win the prestigious 
Suzuka 8-Hour race - the single most 
important race of the year to the Japan- 
ese manufacturers. That it was their 
only win of the season was more than a 
little surprising given the considerable 
clout that Honda brought to the super- 
bike grid. More than anything, 1994 
would be a learning year for Polen and 
what he learned this year is already 
being applied to the 1995 effort. The 
most dramatic changes have been the 
restructuring of his team and the switch 
from Dunlop to Michelin tires, some- 
thing that could never have been pre- 
dicted after what he said before the first 
race. 

“They (HRC) really insisted, ‘please, 
please, please think about riding with 
Michelins.’ I just said that I have no inter- 
est in it. I have a good relationship with 
Dunlop, I work directly with the chief 
tire designers at Dunlop. It's a better situ- 
ation than anybody will ever have, even 
Honda, with Michelin,” he said. 

In 1995, he'll get a chance to find out 
if that's really the case. 

We caught up with Polen on the pit 
wall at Daytona, one of the few tracks 
that he's yet to conquer. (He's finished 
second twice, aboard a Suzuki in 1988 
and aboard a Ducati in 1992.) HRC is 
serious about winning Daytona and 
Polen had gone there to test Michelin 
tires for the first time and to find out 
how the improvements to the RC45 









we came to 
Daytona last year and things all 
of a sudden weren't quite what all of the 
people were so enthusiastic about, it 
wasn't really showing up. I was not real- 
ly surprised, but I think most everybody 
else in the team and the Honda people 
were quite surprised. At the level that 
they thought would have been reason- 
ably close, we weren't really even in the 
ballpark. So at that point in time, things 
were really good, though, because (HRC 
chief ) Mr. (Yoichi) Oguma was here at 
Daytona for the whole week. So that was 
really beneficial for him to see firsthand 
that things just aren't what they were 
laid out to be. So when he went back, a 
lot of things started happening really 
quick. So it did help the situation that he 
was here. But we realized real quick, in 
the first race, that things were going to 
be a little more difficult than we thought 
they were going to be. 

Was it simply a matter of power, or 
lack thereof, with the new RC45? 

No, it was a combination of every- 
thing. Chassis, power. Even if we had 
power we couldn't have put it down. 
Just a lot of things in combination. The 
bike just needed good testing at a high 
level. That's one of the things that's 
always difficult. You do all your testing 
in Japan, you do it on Japanese tracks 
with Japanese riders, not necessarily 
that they aren't fair riders, it's just not 
the same. So when you come and you 
go to different race tracks like Daytona 
and overseas in Europe, all of a sudden 
things are different. They're not the 
same. “Oh, oh, oh. Confusion, confu- 
sion." In Japan it's okay, but here it's 
not. It was very beneficial for us to run 
this whole year, maybe swallow a little 
bit of pride and go through the year and 
look at it now as being a year to say, 
‘hey, we've got this deal sorted out, 
we've got to do as much testing as we 
can and still try to be competitive at 
races if we can.’ And then, go into ‘95 
with much more of a threat than we 
started with ‘94. 

If you'd have come back at the end 
of the season, say to Daytona, how 
much quicker would you have been? 
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that’s when it counts. Not after. After 
you can say, “yeah, we could have done 
this or we could have done that.” So 
there’s an exchange of information, but 
it's just a limited amount of time to do it 
in at a race track and they have enough 
to think about doing their own thing. 
There’s no reason they should have to 
turn around and help my guys out as 
well. They should already know how to 
do all the things that they're doing - it's 
just the proper personnel doing the 
` proper jobs. 

How do you feel 
about the tire 
change - going 
from Dunlop to 
Michelin? 

I think it'll be 
good. I think it'll 
be real good. 
There's just no 
doubt that when 
we come to run 
the sprint races 
and the sprint 
tracks - not Day- 
tona - that it'll 
be good. The 

durability 
seems to be 
there. We saw 
that against 
our competi- 
tion this year. We 
just watched 





heap of grip in the rear. Man, it's easy 
to go fast. 

Are you satisfied with your season? 

It could have been a lot better, a lot 
better. A lot of things went into the rea- 
sons why it wasn't a good season for 
me. And there's a lot of things you just 
can't talk about - things that come into 
play. It's just some things that Гуе got- 
ten more or less sorted out. And it 
would probably take the off-season to 
get all of that sorted out to where it 
wouldn't be a problem when it comes to 
195. 

Team structure type things? 

Yes, you might notice that I have 
completely different mechanics than I 
had this year (1994). That'll definitely 
improve my situation as far as having a 
motorcycle that's basically set up. I 
don't have to sit there and try to set the 
whole thing up myself. 

You seemed to be the man to beat 
because you won the prior champi- 
onships. 

It was a surprise to a lot of people. 
Definitely, at times it was frustrating for 
myself just because I was trying to recti- 
fy a situation that's difficult to rectify 
just because there's a lot involved in 
changing that kind of thing. Because I 
knew that would definitely help my 
results. But the problem is, we always 
ended up, somehow or another, not 
landing on the right deal at race tracks 
where we hadn't been before. If we'd 
tested at the race track then I was fast. 
But that's because we'd always gone 
through all of what doesn't work and 
this and that. And we didn't have to 
worry about all that. But when we got to 
a race track where we didn't test they 
said, ^we'll do this and we'll try this," 
and these guys are doing something 
completely different. My guys are doing 
something different to that again. And 
we're just going, “okay.” When we'd 
test somewhere, I'd be on the pace. 

Did you have a free exchange of 
information between your guys and 
Aaron Slight's guys? 

Yeah, there was a free exchange. But 
when you're at a race track in a race sit- 
uation, everyone's got to, like, do their 
own thing with their own guys. And 


them do lap after 
lap after lap without doing much sliding 
around. And we could, for the most 
part, do the same laps, but it is a hell of 
a lot more work, and it was easier to 
have something happen. It was easier to 
have a moment, to where it costs you 
just a small amount of time. And they 
weren't having those moments. They 
were just knocking them off. Now that 
I've noticed that, I come down here (to 
Daytona) and 1 just sit there and run lap 
after lap after lap, just running them 
right off. The other day I was running 
within a tenth - I ran 10 laps within a 
tenth. 

You were always so strongly associ- 
ated with Dunlop. You insisted last 
year on using Dunlops. 

That's why they went with it. So, that 
was one of the things... I basically felt 
kind of bad about that. I didn't feel that 
Dunlop really - considering what they 
got, м ich was able to run on a works 
Honda World Championship team, 
something they'd never had ever, in 
Honda's history or Dunlop's history. 
You would think that they would be just 
flat out - that it was the ultimate deal for 
them. But, it wasn't quite that way. It 
was unfortunate. I was pretty let down 
at the end of the year. I really was. I told 
them I can't recommend anything, and 
I'm not going to make a recommenda- 
tion because when I did last time... well, 
it was basically out of my control at that 
time. The decision's already made. I 
don't have the sayso as to what Dunlop 
does as a company. So it's out of my 
hands. But I pretty much had a little bit 
of faith in some of the guys that were 
there doing stuff. And when I really put 
my foot down to the guys at Dunlop, I 
got some reaction. But it wasn't enough 
to rectify a lot of the situations that 
needed to be done. So, as it turns out, 
we ended up having a very difficult 
year with the tires. 

Do you think Aaron (Slight) strug- 
gled more than you? 

It's hard to say. I wouldn't say he 
struggled more than I did. I think we 
both struggled a lot the same. It's just 
that their bike's setup was working bet- 
ter for him with the same tires. So he 
struggled, but he was struggling at a 


different pace than I was struggling at. 
Now if we got my bike dialed in, then I 
was always struggling at the same pace 
that he was. But the problem is that we 
still struggled. So that’s the point. You 
shouldn't have to struggle, not when the 
other guys aren't. 

Do you run a similar bike to Aaron? 

Yeah, for the most part. But I realized 
there toward the end of the season, 
about the middle of the season to the 
end, that I needed to make some 
changes to the bike to more offset some 
of the way I ride. It's how I fit on the 
bike and what it does to the bike and 
how it reacts. Like when I sit up going 
into a corner, I get a lot of wind hitting 
my body because of my size, and just 
the way I sit on the bike. So if that's 
the case, it offloads a lot of the 
weight off of the front end, then 
comes a push. Aaron's a lot shorter 
and his position on the bike is differ- 
ent. He doesn't sit up as high when he 
brakes, because he just isn't that high. 
It works out good for him. It keeps him 
lower, it keeps him on the bike. And 
then, when he's in the corner, his arms 
are shorter and everything's shorter, 
pulls him closer to the front of the bike. 
So some of the things that were a prob- 
lem for me all year only cropped up for 
him two or three times, depending on 
the race track and depending on the sit- 
uation. At Sugo, he was getting a push 
that he wasn't really getting. But all year 
I was getting a push. All the way to the 
end. So that's one of the things that 
we're right now working on. What's 
interesting is that the Michelin front 
seems to.have taken care а lot of that 
push already. The thing really holds the 
line, stays in on the turns. This is the 
first time that I’ve gotten to run on 
them, and the problem is that there's not 
a lot of grip on those tires because 
they're inflated tire pressures. A lot of 
things just are not the same. 

Everything is different (at Daytona). 
So my first time back on Michelins from 
Dunlops is at a place where the tires are 
going to absolutely be the worst per- 
forming tires that I'll ever be on all year. 
When we go to the next track and first 
run at Phillip Island, it's going to be 
some serious rubber down there. 
Because we watched the guys run. 
(Carl) Fogarty just like banging off laps, 
never even moving. You could see 
everything. It was unreal. So I'm look- 
ing forward to trying that and seeing if 
we get the same results. I will have 
newer engines, more power, and we'll 
just see what comes when we come 
down there. I think it'll be some good 
results, that's for sure. 

Are you confident that you can win 
the World Championship again? 

It's very possible now, especially 
with things being changed team-wise, 
and things also being changed inside 
Honda as far as reality actually setting 
in and the realization of really where 
they're at and where they need to be. 
When you've got that understood, then 
you're going to get somewhere. It's 
when it's there and you don't under- 
stand, there's no way they can solve it. 
Now they have a pretty good idea of 
where to go and how to solve this 
thing. 

Are you riding as well as you've 
ever ridden? 

Yeah, I'd say so. The thing is, it's 
good to have a year on the bike. To have 
gotten used to it and the characteristics 
of it and what it feels like and what it's 
not doing for me. So now I kind of have 
an idea of what I need to change on the 
bike in order for it be able to allow me to 
do what I want to do. It's still not doing 
that and I'm working to try to get it to 


do that. As soon as it gets to that point, 
then ГЇЇ be going considerably faster. 

How much better was it at the end 
of the year? 

The bike's much more stable - solid, 
smoother. More traction, more power, 
different power characteristics, a whole 
lot of things that are much better. The 
overall bike is much more enjoyable to 
ride at the end of the year than it was at 
the beginning. 

What is it lacking still, top end? 

No, a lot of things. Acceleration is the 
main thing. We've got top end. Top end's 
not a problem. Getting from the chicane 
to here (start-finish) is where we lose it. 
That's where we lose it. 


Because the bike 
wasn't a winning motorcyle you were 
forced to ride it at only 95%. 

I rode it as hard as I could ride it 
because I needed to solve a problem 
with the bike. If I didn't ride it as hard 
as I could ride it, I wouldn't be getting 
anywhere. So it was really strange. 
When the bike all of a sudden hit on a 
deal that was kind of working right, I 
was going by people - like at Donington 
and stuff. And people like Simon Crafar 
said to one of the guys, "Man, I was 
going off into the Melbourne Loop 
down there. I was on the brakes deep, as 
hard as I was going, and I was going 
fast, too, and all of a sudden freakin’ 
Polen came by me on the brakes - he just 
went right by me, went around the cor- 
ner and was gone." 





Was that at the second Donington 
race in the rain? 

No, no, the day before the rain when 
it was dry. We had some big problems 
when it rained. We had some big, big 
problems when it rained. In the rain, I 
was in the top three or four in the rain 
as well as in qualification. But when it 
came to the race it was a whole different 
ballgame. 

So you're as motivated to win this 
World Championship as you were the 
first? 

Yeah. Everybody's kind of like, "hey, 
he kind of had a 


wishy-washy year last year." If 
I came back and won it this year then 
everybody would say, "Okay, that was 
it. There were some things that weren't 
quite right." It's not a question of 
whether it was my fault as to whether I 
decided to win it or not win it. It was 
like, hey, just circumstances came back 
that were keeping it from being able to 
do what he wanted to do. So, if my 
results are better, even if I don't win, if 
my results are better, and I’m competi- 
tive and I’m winning some races next 
year, then I think that that will be the 
answer to that question. 

In the off-season there were some 
rumors that you were going to race in 
the U.S. for a while, then that you were 
going back to World Superbike. What 
exactly is the truth in all that? 

The thing is, the basic idea of the 
whole situation is I have a two-year con- 


tract - '94 and ‘95 - юг HRC to do World 
Superbike. That's always been that way, 
ever since the beginning. Because they 
had a really, really bad year in the Unit- 
ed States and there was a lot of desire by 
American Honda to try to get a fast 
rider to run in the United States in '95, 
and talking with (HRC Director Heijiro) 
Yoshimura and them, they requested to 
them, if it was possible if I could ride in 
the States. And we were talking about it. 
Obviously the American market is one 
of the most important markets for 
Honda, period, as far as motorcycles. So 
they were very keen on trying to figure 


out how that could work out. But — 


nobody really wanted to come up to me 
and say, "Hey, you want to go run in 
America?" I more or less offered it to 
them, I said, ^Hey, look, if the situa- 
tion's right," and, of course, if I rode 
over here they'd want me to ride the 
new 600 as well, I said that's a whole 
different ballgame and to do all that, my 
contract is obviously going to have to be 
modified - financially as well as verbal- 
ly. And I said, "yeah, if those guys are 
willing to do something along the lines 
of my current contract that I have now 
and make it better than that," because 
I'm doing other things like riding 600's, 
I said, "yeah, I would be interested in 
talking to you guys about changing my 
contract and doing that for America." 
Because it'd be good to have an Ameri- 
can running for Honda in America in 
the American Championship. For them 
to get another American at the time, 
everybody's already signed up with 
everybody else and I’m signed up with 
Honda so it would have been a little bit 
easier to try to get me if they could. As it 
worked out they couldn't work it out. 

They couldn't come up with the 

money? 

Yeah. And so, like I said, "Okay, 
fine. Then, that's it. I’m just going to 
run my current contract out and if you 
guys still want me to ride for you after 
‘95,-fine.” Then, as it turned out, all of 

a sudden it was like two weeks later 

after I'd already decided with Mr. 

Yoshimura and everybody, “hey, 

okay, just drop all that, forget it, 

we're just going to continue as we 
are." Okay, now everything's 
already been done and set up. Two 
weeks later I’m getting a phone call 
from those guys and they're say- 
ing, like, "hey, we've negotiated 
with American Honda and we've 
got them to agree to do a deal." 
And I'm like, “hey, what are you 
talking about. We already decid- 
ed two weeks ago that this whole 
deal is going to be this way and 
that's they way I want it to be. 
I'm not all of a sudden going to 
change the whole deal again." 

So I dropped it right at that and 
that's the way it's been ever since. It 
wasn't any big drama. I offered to put 
them in the kind of a situation that they 
wanted to be in, because I wanted to try 
to help out Honda as a company 
because that's what I'm there for. I'm 
there to ride, but I'm also there as an 
image and. a reputation and a 
spokesperson for a company, and a mar- 
keting tool in order to really get the 
bucks out of what they pay me - to get 
the worth out of me. Because that's all 
that really racing is, image and prestige 
for the company. 

What did you think about people 
saying that Aaron didn't deserve to 
lead the World Championship because 
he didn't win races? 

That's just talk, spouting off. Any- 
body who can amass, during a season, 
more points than anybody else, deserves 
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most consis- 
tent and they 

were the most 
deserving to win the championship. 
Maybe not be given the trophy as the 
fastest guy on the race track. The fastest 
guy in the series or the guy everybody 
thinks should have won the series. He’s 
the guy that wins, period. So anybody 
can say what they want, but the bottom 
line is you don’t 
have to win any- 
thing to be the 
guy that 
overall, for 
the whole 
season, was 
the best. 

Were you 
able to help 
Aaron out in 
the pressure 
situation, 
mentally, 
because you 
have а lot 
more experi- 
ence than he 
has? 

Somewhat. 
He was really 
starting to get a 
little bit uptight 
when it was 
coming down to 
the end. It's kind 
of limited. I can't 
walk in and start 
saying, do this, 
and this and this. 
But, when you 
have a few words 
from somebody 
and you're talk- 
ing about things, 
how you talk 
about and how 
you discuss 
things, can all of 
a. sudden take 
somebody's 
mind and make 
them forget 
about the things that 
make them get nervous 
and, maybe, a little jit- 
tery. They start think- 
ing about what you're talking about. 
You're just talking and all of a sudden 
things are calming down. And then 
you just go out and do your thing. He 
did that all year and he did it at the 
end, no problem. 

Do you enjoy traveling around 
Europe as much or more than travel- 
ing around the States doing AMA 
stuff? 

I think it'd be nice to be traveling 
around here, just because I like being in 
America. It's nice. You know where 
everything's at, you like all the food, 
you like everything. It's just not a prob- 
lem. I'm not a big European-food fan. 
Italian food, no problem, but the rest of 
it starts getting a little bit... 

Do you have any ideas about the 
future, what you'll be doing in ‘96? 

No, not right now. We're just going 
to see how this year goes and decide 
what we'll do at that point. At any time 
that it starts getting to the point where 
it's just not fun any more and it's not 
enjoyable and I'm not enjoying myself 
while I'm riding and who I'm riding 
for, I'll either decide to change that or 
not do it at all. So I've got a lot of other 
things going. But I can always ride, and 
I can always ride and make a lot of 
money. There's always somebody, 
somewhere that's going to pay several 
hundred thousand dollars a year in 
order for me to ride. I can do it until I 





decide not to - that's 40, 45, or 50 years 
old, probably. I haven't set any limits to 
anything. It's just when I finally decide 
that I'm not having any more fun doing 
this and it's like, "hey, it's more hassle 
than it's worth." 

What do you think of your chances 
in the upcoming Daytona 200? 
Quite good, actually. Just because of 
all the testing and all the stuff 


we're doing now as 
well as knowing what we're going to 
have and knowing what things are 
going to be like. And just some of the 
things you can do here in the American 
regulations that you can't do in World 
Superbike. For instance, you can come 
up with any kind of fuel injection. 
We've got these bodies and you can 
make the insides of these things any- 
thing you want - as long as you use the 
standard body they can run the thing. 
They can, all of a sudden, now make up 
a special injection setup to improve 
midrange and top power and the over- 
all power characteristics and delivery 
that they can't do in World Superbike. 
So we'll see how it all comes out. 
They're pretty jazzed about it. 

Did you have tire troubles in last 
year's 200? 

Yes, the same as everybody else. I 
came in with about six laps to go. I was 
catching Eddie (Lawson) at about three 
seconds a lap. I made up about 12 or 14 
seconds in the last four laps, or some- 
thing like that, and almost got into the 
winner's circle. If I'd have had another 
four or five laps, I would have caught 
him. 

Do you think these tires are going 
to be better, as far as durability? 

The tires for the race, definitely. I 
mean, we won't have tire trouble. 
There's just no doubt. That's the best 
thing about it. This tire we tested here, 
we did like 40, 45, 50 laps on a front 




































































and the thing looks like we just 
scrubbed it in. It's interesting. It'll be 
interesting to see what they come up 
with, and when they come back here 
I'm sure there will be some variations, 
but we'll still have at least what we 
came out with here testing-wise, as far 
as something that we've 

defi- 


nitely tested and know 
works. We found a couple of them, two 
or three that work. 

You got through the tires pretty 
quickly, didn't you? 

Yeah, and then we went back over 
them today and compared what we did 
yesterday. We reconfirmed all of them 
so we know what all of them will do 
again, but running more distance on 
them. Even when you ride and you 
race and practice, you're always think- 
ing about this thing's sliding here. So 
you're always thinking about tires, no 
matter what. Every time you get on the 
bike when you're riding. It's just that if 
you ever got on some tires that never 
moved and never slid or never did any- 
thing wrong, then you'd never be 
thinking about it. But I haven't been on 
too many of them. Maybe this year, I 
don't know. We'll see. 

There is a difference between the 
tires, but there isn't a whole lot of dif- 
ference. These seem to be pretty consis- 
tent, a little better consistent than the 
Dunlops were. I don't know because I 
didn't run what they tested here at the 
test, but in the past it was an improve- 
ment over what we ran in March here. 
Consistency is definitely much more 
consistent. The track hasn't really been 
all that great to start with yesterday, 
real dirty. And now it's starting to 
come better, but the bike is really not 
up to the task to be doing any kind of 
decent lap times. 

What do you think the race pace 
will be for the 200? 








1:51, 52s. Unless somebody comes 
up with a rocketship. That's all this 
place is about. Tires are very, very lim- 
iting here. For, like Dunlop, there's a 
big difference in their stuff, big differ- 
ence between running the soft stuff and 

running the race stuff. 

You can run the soft 

stuff and three laps, 
four laps, you come 
back with big 
hunks missing 
out of it, but 
you went like 
hell. I mean the 
lap time is 
incredible. I've 
done tests here 
that just 
absolutely just 
knocked their 
socks off. For 
three days I did 
a Dunlop test, 
in ‘91 I believe 
it was, and I 
was running 
around here 
testing tires and 
going lap after 
lap on these 
tires. І go four 
laps on a tire, 
come in, 
change it, put 
on another 
tire. Go out 
four laps. 
Every lap 
was low 50s, 
50 flat. But 
that's the 
best lap 
time. The 
lap record 

is: 50.19, 

and that's 

the best 

lap any- 

body's 
ever  dóne. 
Three years ago 
I did a 49.4 on a 
'91-model Ducati 888. Ferracci and I 
were just joking about it yesterday. 
Last year I did some oval-only testing 
for tires. 172.5 mph average; 52.2 sec- 
onds to go around the bowl and the 
NASCAR boys do it in like 47.90, 48 
seconds, so it was about four seconds 
off. It was unreal. I had a tailwind 
going down the back straight and the 
way everything was set up, gearing 
and all, we had it geared way taller 
than we ever had - 193-194 mph down 
the back straightaway and then hit that 
banking. Ah, it was the most unbeliev- 
able thing you could ever, ever do. Peo- 
ple think this is like scary doing this. 
You ought to go flat out around this 
bowl. I did one lap, flat. Never lifted 
the whole lap and, man, you've got to 
do it right. Because this thing walks, 
walks up the banking. I had to go from 
the wall all the way down to the apron 
on the bottom and it would just walk 
all the way. On the exit I scared the 
people who were watching here off of 
four, they were on the fence looking, 
watching. I cleared them off the fence 
because they're watching this thing 
drift all the way off coming off four 
and it's drifting out toward the wall. It 
scared everybody. I went through a 
front tire in four laps. We changed the 
front tire no matter what in four laps. 
We were seeing tire temperatures that 
were unreal because it was 103-105 
degrees outside. The track temperature 
was like 75 degrees celcius. You could 
open an egg and watch this thing start 
sizzling right on the pavement. єх

Ex-pro motocrosser Scott Tyler made the trip 
from Washington to show everyone that he can 
not only ride motocross, but he can also ride tri- 
als. Tyler demonstrated excellent skill through 
the tire section and started to gain confidence as 
the crowd began to get behind him. It was defi- 
nitely going to be a close one between Krahel 
and Tyler. But when it came to the long jump, 
Tyler definitely had this one down, as he easily 
outdistanced Krahel’s mark by a few feet and 
took the lead. 

The pressure was then on Dennis Sweeten, 
because he had to beat Tyler by 40 points to take 
the lead. Sweeten dazzled the crowd with amaz- 
ing jumps from the ground to the car and off 
again, but because of the pressure from the 
crowd he took a point as he jumped off of the 
hood of the car. Sweeten then got to the tire sec- 
tion and leaped five feet from a log to the tire 
without any problem, but when he landed, he 
landed so hard that it promptly pitched him 
straight over the bars. Despite the fall, Sweeten 
still beat the others by a whopping 26 points. 

It all came down to Powerbar-backed Beta 
rider Lonny Hallsted to show what he learned 
from a two-month stay in Spain. He made it 
through the first section without any problem, 
then came to the tire section, where Sweeten had 
just gone over the bars. Hallsted revved up his 
Beta and made the five-foot jump look simple, 
and the landing was spot on. As he danced his 
way around the rest of the sections, Hallsted 
never managed to even lose a single point as he 
went on to take the win.

Hay- 
wood got the jump on the pack from the dead- 
engine start and never looked back. Haywood 
held a commanding 10-second lead by only the 
second lap of the 13-lap race, and when the 
checkers finally fell, had built that margin to 
nearly a minute over second-place finisher Dave 
Pedrow.

With the Supercross season around the corner, 
top privateers came out to battle at Castaic’s 
Supercross track, and following a heated fight in 
the 125сс Pro class, FMF-backed Cory Keeney 
took a well-deserved win at the SSC motocross. 

At the start of the first 125сс Pro moto it 
looked as if Team Green's Jeff Willoh would be 
the dominant rider of the day. Willoh gated per- 
fectly to lead the pack into the first turn with Jeff 
Tiearney and Keeney following s Willoh 
quickly put some distance on the field as Keeney 
battled on with his relatively stock Yamaha. 
Keeney made the pass on Tiearney, but contin- 
ued mistakes made him unable to pull within 
striking distance of Willoh. 

Back in the field, Tiearney and Travis Pre- 
ston went at it for third until the closing laps 
when Preston fell off the pace. When the race 
was over, Willoh cruised in with the convincing 
win, while Keeney and Tiearney held the run- 
ner-up spots. 

In the second moto, Shane Trittler pulled the 
early lead over Keeney and Mat Bateman. Trit- 
tler looked strong after a poor finish in the moto, 
but a miscalculated turn put him on the ground 
and out of the battle for the lead at around the 
halfway point. Keeney inherited the lead as 
Willoh, the first-moto winner, was on the gas 
following a poor start. Willoh reeled in the 
leader with a few laps remaining and rode with 
all his heart. Willoh went in for the kill, but 
lapped riders created problems and he was 
unable to make the pass. 

When the race was over, Keeney grabbed the 
cash for the overall while. Willoh and Preston 
had to settle for second and third overall, 
respectively. 

In other race action, George LaMonte put in 
strong moto finishes to claim the win in the 80cc 
Novice class. Lamonte battled with Richard 
Sazama in the first moto, with Sazama taking 
the win at the flag. In the second moto, LaMonte 
took the win and claimed the victory. Sazama 
had problems in the second race and never com- 
pleted the moto.

Graves seals title at 
Willow Springs Road Race

ROSAMOND, CA, DEC. 17-18 

Chuck Graves cemented his lock on the Toyota 
Unlimited Road Race by Budweiser Formula One 
class championship by winning the final round of 
that event during the 12th round of Willow 
Springs Motorcycle Club racing at Willow 
Springs International Raceway. It was Graves’ 
second straight WSMC Е-1 championship. 

Graves’ victory came during a record-setting 
race which saw both new lap records set in the 
class, but also a new motorcycle lap time record at 
the high-desert facility.

The main competition in the event was 
for third place, which was initially held by Rob- 
bie Dowie. 

On lap three, Dowie was passed by both

threaded their way up to the front of the field. 
The remainder of the 12-lap race saw lenatsch 
slowly close the gap on Hilton, and on lap 11 
lenatsch made it around Hilton in turn four. 
However, Hilton came right back to regain third 
and managed to hold lenatsch off for the next 
lap and a half. At the line, it was Graves with the 
win followed by Adams and Hilton. 

In the Maxima Racing Oil Formula Two race, 
Walt Dorsch powered into the lead off the line 
followed by Dowie in second and Ienatsch in 
third. Dorsch and Dowie began dicing for the 
lead, with both riders trading the top spot sever- 
al times in the first few laps. 

As lap three got underway, Ienatsch had 
closed substantially on the race leaders on his 
Steve Bigansky-tuned, Extreme Lean Motor- 
sports-sponsored Yamaha TZ250. A lap later, 
lenatsch closed quickly on Dorsch through turn 
four but wasn't able to make a pass. 

As the final lap got underway, Ienatsh was 
all over Dorsch's rear tire and made his move in 
turn two to capture the lead. Although Dorsch 
repassed Ienatsch momentarily in turn three, 
lenatsch grabbed the lead for good in the follow- 
ing turn.

Clamagirand conquers

Two-time Belgian National Champion Olivier 
Clamagirand turned in a commanding perfor- 
mance at the Southern California Trials Associa- 
tion-promoted Rainy Rat Trial, held in the 
Romoland BLM riding area, just south of Perris.

It was mentioned that by the end of the 
season, riders were starting to put pres- 
sure on their own managers to provide 
such treatment. In fact, at the end of his 
vain quest to catch Henry in the 125сс 
National Championship Series, Team 
SplitFire/Hot Wheels/Pro Circuit/ 
Kawasaki's Ryan Hughes asked his 
bosses to get him similar help. And it's 
not limited to the 125cc class. Said 
Kawasaki team manager Roy Turner, 
“Mike Kiedrowski will ride 110% until 
the race is over or until he drops dead. If 
there's any advantages to this treatment, 
he is going to want it." 

"It was a malabsorption problem," 
explained Henry after the season. "My 
digestive system was not working prop- 
erly, not absorbing nutrients from the 
food that I was eating, not even from the 
water I was drinking." 

The intravenous method suggested 
by Dr. Malone allowed Henry to bypass 
his intestinal ailment and give the rest of 
his body the nourishment that it needed. 
But critics also had questions as to what 
exactly was in those drip bags. "It's

Henry. “It does the 
same thing for you 
that food does, and 
that’s about it.” 

No one is fault- 
ing Henry for 
using all necessary 
means to accom- 
plish his goal of 
defending his title. 
However, if Henry 
and Kiedrowski 
and a score of 
other top pros are 
using i.v. drips 
between motos, 
how long will it be 
before some rich 
minicycle dad 
starts pumping his 
kid with. fluids 
every time his 
forearms pump 
up? 

"It didn't both- 
er me that some 
other guys wanted 
it," responds 
Henry. "I don't 
blame them; I just 
wish they could understand that I do 
need it, and its not an advantage. It's 
just a health concerm for me and my 
wife and my mechanic and my team. I 
would trade places with anybody - let 
them have my condition and I wouldn't 
have to take i.v.'s anymore. I'd let them 
take it. 

"It was a scary thing until we did try 
the i.v., then it was a huge relief," adds 
Henry. “After the гасе at Troy, I had a 
big change in my whole attitude. You 
see, the condition only happens under 
real stressful conditions. It wouldn't 
happen while we were testing. We tried 
a lot of things before we decided to 
bypass the digestive system (with the 
i.v.). My fatigue had nothing to do with 
my training, with my riding or any- 
thing. I’d get exhausted and think, 
‘What the hell am I doing wrong?’ Then 
when I first took it, it was, like, ‘Thank 
God.' It was such a relief to know that 
there was something wrong physically 
and not just mentally. It was a load off 
my mind." 

The reversal of fortune that saw 
Henry return to peak form had others

wanting to try 
the i.v. proce- 
dure. 

“I am getting some flak from people 
who want me to give them the same iv. 
treatment that Doug’s getting because 
they’re getting tired,” said Dr. Tom Mal- 
one, the man who kept Henry plugged in 
through the end of the series. “Henry’s 
situation is a serious health concern, not 
a shortcut to physical fitness.” Indeed, 
the extremely hard-working Henry has 
been transported to the hospital after 
winning races due to his problems with 
exhaustion and dehydration. No one 
questions Henry’s need for a solution; 
they question his use of the i.v. solution. 

Here lies the AMA’s predicament. Is 
the practice of administering fluids 
between motos just preventive medicine 
or is it treatment for an existing condi- 
tion? If a rider can get a prescription 
from a doctor stating that he requires 
this treatment, there’s little the AMA 
can do. The choice of medical treatment 
and patient-doctor confidentiality are 
basic rights in America. Sporting bodies 
can overrule such treatments but Henry 
has already set himself a precedent. In 
other words, if they do ban the practice 
and Henry suffers an exhaustion- 
induced crash or injury, the AMA and 
the track promoter would probably be 
liable for the incident. 

“We have made contact with the 
NCAA (National Collegiate Athletic 
Association) to see how they handle this 
practice in sporting events,” said AMA 
Pro Motocross Manager Duke Finch. 
“Our legal department is also looking 
into the matter. Medical treatment is a 
touchy thing for everyone involved.” 

When asked if he thought he had 
plans to use the i.v. treatments again 
during the '95 season, Henry answers in 
the negative. "But if things haven't 
changed and I need to use the i.v., no 
one will know, because it's not some- 
thing that I want to have blown out of 
proportion again. I don't know how 
people found out last year. It's a person- 
al medical situation. If I do or don't take 
it, no one will know." 

Medical treatment is a question with 
no clear answer and, with the start of 
the 1995 season just around the corner, 
the AMA has no clear-cut policy on how 
to handle the situation. So if the unfortu- 
nate Henry has to start out 1995 with a 
needle in his arm, you can bet it won't 
be long before he has lots of company.cn
